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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1S24. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they ate hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly:— That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 
Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE 11. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in Con- 
necticut; and to act as agent of the Baptist churches and people of the state in ad- 
vancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, particularly in promoting the mis^ 
sionary, educational and philanthropic interests of the Northern Baptist Conveintion. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual session being entitled to representation by its pastor and 
by one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members 
and for each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall 
have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National boards and officers of the Northern 
Baptist Convention residing within the state, officers of this Convention, members of 
its Board of Managers, and members of all committees appointed in accordance with 
the Constitution and By-Laws; and Officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Education Society, the Connecticut Baptist 
Men’s Council and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be delegates, ex- 
officio, to the sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accorded to 
such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President,, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
bank, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the Executive Secretary of the Con- 
vention. 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, shall be elected by ballot at 
the annual session and shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session or until their successors have 
been chosen. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common practice per- 
tain to their respective offices. 
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Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, 
the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall 
elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an 
officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers, consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President and the Second Vice-President of the Convention, and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual session of the Convention 
for terms of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members shall expire each year. 

Section 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Man- 
agers for terms of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the former 
Constitution, and for terms of two years those trustees who have two years to serve 
under the former Constitution; and, in addition to these, the Convention at the annual 
session at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members for terms of 
three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen members, not including 
such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occuring from other causes than the expiration 
of terms, shall be elected at each annual session for terms of three years. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President and Vice-President of 
the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the Presidents of the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Men's Council, the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship and the Con- 
necticut Baptist Education Society, and such representatives of national societies of the 
Northern Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by them to serve on the Committee 
on Promotion shall be, ex officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen and women. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the authority of 
the Convention when the later is not in session. 

Section 6. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by By-Laws 
adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a two-third vote of all the delegates 
present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice in writing 
to the clerks of the churches entitled to representation by delegates. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual session of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Wednesday in October, at 7:30 p. m. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the direction of 
the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any number 
shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Program Com- 
mittee, which shall have power to make arrangements for speakers, excepting the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to speakers as the differernt 
departments of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the accepted 
rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be from May 1 to April 30. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed each year 
to report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, consisting of five 
members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven, or more, 
members, including the Presidents of the Convention, the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and the Connecticut 
Baptist Youth Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention and the pastor 
of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each Association, elected by the 
Association (at their annual meetings) . The member from the Association in which 
the annual session of the Convention is to be held shall be Chairman. Vacancies on 
the committee shall be filled by appointment by the President of the Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each Association. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six, or more, members represent- 
ing all the Associations. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by the 
President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 

ARTICLE III. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council, consisting of nine mem- 
bers appointed by the President of the Convention for three years and, so far as prac- 
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ticable, representing all the associations, and so constituted that the terms of its 
members shall expire yearly. Three members of the Council shall be laymen, and the 
Executive Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The Chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Convention. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the State Permanent Council to act in ad- 
visory capacity to churches, pastors and associational councils. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention in the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Educa- 
tion, and those delegates shall constitute the Committee of the Convention on matters 
relating to cooperation with that organization. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of the annual session of the 
Convention; one on a date in April or May, determined by itself; and one on the 
opening day of the next annual session of the Convention. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and 
shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the Board. 

Section 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, 
unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creating 
a vacancy. Removal of a member from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 
The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occuring in its membership between an- 
nual sessions of the Convention. 

Section 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his 
absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of the President and 
the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-President shall preside. In the absence of 
the three, the Recording Secretary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall 
choose a chairman, pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its 
proceedings. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Conven- 
tion between sessions and have supervision of all the work of the Convention. It shall 
have power to appoint an Executive Secretary; a Director of Christian Education, a 
Treasurer, who may be either a person or a bank of approved standing; Auditors to 
examine and certify the accounts of all financial officers; and such other agents as may 
be needed properly to conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salaries of the 
same and requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches and payment of the salaries of missionaries and other workers, in 
accordance with the rules laid down in these By-Laws. 
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Section 2. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest with the 
Board, including the investment of funds, the taising and spending of money for the 
wotk of the Convention, and the preparation and supervision of an annual budget 
providing for the work of all departments. 

Section 3. The Board shall act as agent of the Council on Finance and Pro- 
motion of The Northern Baptist Convention for raising and remitting money in this ' 
state for the Unified Budget of the Northern Baptist Convention, on terms to be 
mutually arranged. 

Section 4. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually ac- 
ceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to undertake work in this state. 

Section 5. At its first meeting of ter the annual session of the Convention, the 
Board shall appoint from its membership the following Standing Committees: 

(1) Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the President. 

(2) Committee on Christian Education, consisting of not fewer than seven 
members. 

(3) Publicity Committee, consisting of not fewer than five members. 

(4) Committee on Bilingual Work, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(5) Committee on Aided Churches, consisting, so far as practicable, of one 
member from each association. 

(6) Committee on Evangelism, consisting, so far as practicable, of one member 
from each association. 

(7) Committee on Social Action, consisting of five, or more, members. 

(8) Committee on Promotion, consisting of nine, or more, members. In addi- 
tion, the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and the national societies 
of The Northern Baptist Convention each shall have the right to appoint one mem- 
ber, who shall be, ex-officio, a member of the Board of Managers. 

(9) Executive Committee, consisting of not fewer than seventeen (17) mem- 
bers, including the President, who shall be Chairman, the First and Second Vice-Pre- 
sidents, the Chairmen of the Standing Committees of the Board and, ex-officio, the 
President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 

Section 6. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board annually 
to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Finance Committee 

(1) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling of all 
monies of the Convention and the investing of trust funds, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Managers. The Chairman shall countersign all orders on the Treasurer 
drawn by the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, upon authorization by 
the Board of its Executive Committee. 

(2) The Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Convention to be 
loaned to any officer, legal adviser, member of the Board of Managers, or any cor- 
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poration or business enterprise in which any of them is personally interested; or per- 
mit the use or handling of the permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any 
way except as authorized by the Board of Managers. 

(3) The Committee shall see that all financial agents of the Convention make 
their reports covering the same period. 

(4) The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business and report its 
transactions to the Board of Managers, and make such reports as may be requested 
to the Convention, in conjunction with the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Christian Education 

(1) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of Christian 
education in its different phases, including church school and young people’s activities, 
teacher-training, church vacation schools, and all other lines of instruction and study 
included in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian education for the local 
church. 

(2) The Committee shall maintain close cooperation with The American Bap- 
tist Publication Society and the Council on Christian Education of the Northern 
Baptist Convention in order to participate in the development of the denomination’s 
work of Christian education. • 

(3) The Committee shall approve all Christian education programs before they 
may be promoted in the state in the name of the Convention. 

(4) The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual session. 

Section 3. Publicity Committee 

The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication of THE CON- 
NECTICUT BAPTIST, appointing a Business Manager and cooperating with him 
or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. It shall undertake also the 
distribution of such literature as will acquaint the churches with the work and needs 
of the Convention. 

Section 4. Committee on Bilingual Work. 

The Committee on Bilingual Work shall have charge of the work conducted 
by the Convention with foreign peoples, cooperating with the Executive Secretary in 
promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 5. Committee on Aided Churches 

The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the work of the Con- 
vention in aided English-speaking churches, cooperating with the Executive Secretary 
in promoting the interests of this department and reporting to the Convention through 
the Executive Secretary. 

Section 6. Committee on Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium through which the 
Convention shall cooperate with the churches in promoting evangelism with the state. 
It shall seek particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by the 
Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual session. 
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Section 7. Committee on Social Action 

The Committee on Social Action shall represent the Convention, subject to the 
direction of the Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies 
and the social action departments of other religious organizations; and, from time to 
time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes meriting consideration. 

Section 8. The Committee on Promotion 

The Committee on Promotion, subject to the authority of the Board of Man- 
agers, shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Council on 
Finance and Promotion of the Northern Baptist Convention and all work arising there- 
from commonly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms of 
agreement with The Council on Finance and Promotion, rendering annually to the 
Convention and the Council such reports as may be required. 

Section 9. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in December or January, and 
in June or July, and shall hold special meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the 
President. It shall transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the 
Board; provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the committee shall 
remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, un- 
less approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred to it with 
power. It shall make a full report of all transactions to the Board of Managers. Seven 
(7) members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 10. All Standing Committees named in this Article shall keep accurate 
and complete records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reportss to the 
Board of Managers when necessary. 


ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Executive Secretary 

(1) The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the Convention, 
under the authority of the Board of Managers and its Executive Committee. He 
shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to 
advise concerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

(2) It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, particu- 
larly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be opportunity, and to seek to lead 
them into increasing participation in the work of the denomination. 

(3) He may not pledge financial aid to churches or missionaries, except as 
authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Committee; provided, however, 
that with the consent of the Chairman of the Finance Committee, he may in emer- 
gencies expend not more than one hundred (^100) dollars in any one month for supply 
preachers for needy pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in 
such churches. 
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(4) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board of 
Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of publishing The Con- 
necticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Director of Christian Education 

The Director of Christian Education, under the direction of the Executive 
Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Committee on Christian Education, 
shall have charge of the work of Christian education. He shall report annually to the 
Convention. 

Section 3. Treasurer 

(1) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Convention, both 
invested and current, receiving and disbursing or investing the same as directed by the 
Finance Committee, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Convention, 
and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, and quarterly, if directed by 
the Finance Committee. 

(2) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written order 
from the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, countersigned by the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. 

(3) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such sum as 
the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 4. Auditor 

The auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention 
annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the Convention through the 
Finance Committee, or quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

(1) All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly reports 
to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All appropriations to churches shall 
he made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the report of 
the churches has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first 
weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

(2) Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches only 
when such churches have settled pastors, when they shall have made, within the year 
preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget of The Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board of Managers that their methods 
of raising funds are systematic and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support 
from their local constituencies. 

(3) No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judgment of 
the Board of Managers the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of such 
aid. It is, therefore, required that any church without a pastor applying for aid shall 
confer with the Executive Secretary or the Committee on Aided Churches before the 
choice and settlement of a pastor. 

(4) No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the erection of 
any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Board of Managers shall 
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have been obtained; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to ^500, or 
more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust 
of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board 
of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 

-ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made thereto at any session of the 
Convention by a majority vote. Such of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the 
Treasurer and of the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and can be changed only by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members present at any session of the Convention, after at least three months notice 
in writing to the clerks of all the churches entitled to representation by delegates. 


LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of this organization should appear as “The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The Executive Secretary of the Convention will 
advise persons wishing to make bequests for the uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purpose of any particular object. Gifts of money 
ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be accepted and interest according 
to the established annuity rates paid to the donor during life. This plan has the ad- 
vantage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor for life, while 
assuring the Convention of the entire amount of money desired to be given at the 
death of the donor, without any deduction for the settlement of the estate. The 
Executive Secretary will furnish full information upon request. 
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MINUTES

The One Hundred and Nineteenth Annual Session of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the First Baptist Church, Waterbury, Connecticut, Rev. David 
P. Gaines, Minister, October 14, 15 and 16, 1942. 

Wednesday, 7:30 P. M. 

After a brief program of organ music by the organist of the entertaining church 
Mrs. George Carlson, the hymn "The Church’s One Foundation” was sung. This 
was followed by a prayer by Rev. Milo C. Sawyer, of Hartford. 

Dr. George B. Cutten, President Emeritus of Colgate University, gave a very 
inspiring address, followed by the observance of the Lord’s Supper, Rev. David P. 
Gaines and Rev. Marion C. Allen, officiating. 

The service concluded with the singing of the hymn. 

Thursday, 10:00 A. M. 

After an organ prelude by Mrs. E. E. Gates and the singing of a hymn, prayer 
was offered by Rev. Theodore N. Johnson, of Stratford. 

The President of the Convention, Rev. David P. Gaines, called the Convention 
to order. 

Rev. John McLean, D. D., New Haven, presented the printed program as the 
report of the Program Committee. 

Voted: To adopt the report as printed, subject to minor changes that might 
be necessary during the procedure of the Convention. 

Deacon William R. Dixon, Chairman of the Board of Deacons of the First 
Baptist Church, Waterbury, extended greetings to the Convention. Mr. Gaines re- 
sponded with thanks on behalf of the Convention. 

Charles Allen, representing the New England Baptist Library gave a brief 
address on the work of that organization. 

The President introduced the Mayor of Waterbury, Honorable Vincent A. 
Scully, who extended the greetings of the city to the Convention. Mr. Gaines acknowl- 
edged the Mayor’s greetings on behalf of the Convention. 

Amasa D. Pierce, First Vice-President, presided while the President gave his 
annual address in which he spoke of the work of the Convention, mentioning in par- 
ticular the funds involved and administered by the Convention. 
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Dr. Terrell introduced the new ministers that have come to Connecticut during 
the year, thirteen being present.

Rev. William Sale Terrell, D. D., Executive Secretary of the Convention, pre- 
sented the report of the Board of Managers. 

Voted: To adopt the report. 

Mr. Phillip H. Graham, representing The Hartford National Bank and Trust 
Company, presented the Treasurer’s report. Mr. Graham stated that the report had 
not been printed for distribution, as in former years, because, due to changes in the 
form of the report (46 pages), there was not time for printing. 

Voted: To refer the Treasurer’s report to the Board of Managers for con- 
sideration and action after it has been printed, and, after acceptance by the Board, 
to be published in the Annual. 

Rev. G. Merrill Lenox, Associate Director of The Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board, New York, gave an address in which he spoke of the function of the 
Retiring Pension Fund. 

Rev. Oscar P. Campbell, Director of Christian Education, presented the report 
of the Department of Christian Education. 

Voted: To adopt the report. 

Rev. Ellis Gilbert spoke at length on the report read by Mr. Campbell, asking 
for the cooperation of the churches in the Church School Advance program now in 
its third year.

This session opened with Mr. Pierce presiding. 

The report of the Obituary Committee was presented by Rev. Frank J. Cole- 
man, Shelton. 

A short memorial service was conducted by Rev. D. E. Hill, Old Mystic. 
The report of the Committee on Re-organization was submitted by Mr. Gaines. 
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The Committee, Mr. Gaines stated, had carefully revised the By-Laws, accord- 
ing to the action at Bridgeport in 1941, and had also incorporated suggested changes 
in punctuation and phraseology which improved the meaning. No further action was 
required, he said, excepting on By-Laws of the Convention, Article II, Section 1, 
paragraph C, which at Bridgeport had been referred to the Committee for re-study. 
The Committee now recommended that this paragraph read as follows: 

"Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the 
Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each association, elected by 
the associations (at their annual meetings) . The member from the association 
in which the annual session of the Convention is to held shall be Chairman. 
Vacancies on the Committee shall be filled by appointment by the President 
of the Convention.” 

Voted: To adopt the report, including the paragraph relating to the Commit- 
tee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members of the Board of Managers. 

Mr. Gaines, taking up the report on the Constitution, said the Committee had 
made the changes agreed on at Bridgeport in 1941 and had the revised Constitution 
mimeographed accordingly, copies being in the hands of the delegates. He called 
attention particularly to Article VI, AMENDMENTS which had been changed to 
allow action on amendments at any session of the Convention "after three months’ 
notice in writing to the clerks of the churches entitled to representation by delegates.” 

There was discussion whether provision should be made for the reference of 
proposed amendments to the Board of Managers, or some responsible committee, before 
the churches shall be notified of the intention to sumit them to the Convention. 

Voted: To refer ARTICLE VI, AMENDMENTS to the Committee on Re- 
organization for study and revision in the light of the discussion, and for action by 
the Convention a year hence. 

The Committee recommended that the Constitution, ARTICLE III, MEMBER- 
SHIP, SECTION 2, be changed to read as follows: 

"Section 2. All members of the national boards and officers of the Northern 
Baptist Convention residing within the state; officers of this Convention, mem- 
bers of its Board of Managers and members of all committees of the Conven- 
tion appointed in accordance with the Constitution and By-Laws; and officers 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the Connecticut 
Baptist Education Society, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council and the 
Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be delegates, ex-officio, to the 
sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accorded to such 
delegates.” 

The object of the changes incorporated in this Section of the Constitution, Mr. 
Gaines stated, is to make the members of committees of the Convention delegates, ex 
officio, to the sessions of the Convention. This point had been raised at Bridgeport 
in 1941, in connection with the Nominating Committee. Unless this change is made, 
members of committees might not be members of the Convention. 

Final action on the Constitution, ARTICLE III, SECTION 2, and ARTICLE 
VI will be taken in 1943. 

The President resumed the chair. 
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The report of the Committee on Evangelism was presented by Rev. J. J. Allen, 
New London. 

Voted: To accept the report. 

Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, of the First Baptist Church, Syracuse, gave a very in- 
spiring address on "Evangelism for the Times.” 

An offering was taken. 

The report of the Committee on Resolutions was presented by Rev. H. M. 
Foreman, New Britain. 

Voted: To adopt the report. 

The report of the Committee on Place and Preacher was read by Mrs. Clifton 
D. Gray, Jr., in the absence of the chairman, Mr. Gilbert. Their report was as follows: 
Place where the Convention will be held next year — 1943 — Central Baptist Church, 
Norwich, if convenient for the Church; Preacher of the annual sermon. Rev. Edwin 
T. Settle, Ph. D., West Fdaven; alternate. Rev. J. Edward Fdarris, Danbury. 

Voted: To accept the report. 

Mr. Pierce presided while the Nominating Committee’s report was read. 
Voted: To adopt the report. 

Voted: That the secretary cast one ballot electing the slate of officers and 
members of the Board of Managers as named in the Nominating Committee’s report. 
This action was taken and the nominees elected. 

An offering was taken. 

The session concluded with worship led by Dr. Jesse R. Wilson, Fiome Sec- 
retary of American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, New York. 


Friday, 2:00 P. M. 

After the singing of a hymn, prayer was offered by Rev. F. Gordon Jaynes, 
Jewett City. 

The President expressed, on behalf of the Convention, appreciation to the 
Committee on Arrangements of the First Baptist Church, Waterbury, for their efficient 
work in entertaining the Convention, its officers, speakers, delegates and visitors, and 
introduced some of the members of the Committee.

Dr. Jesse R. Wilson gave an address on "The Present Crisis and the Chris- 
tian’s World Mission.” 

An offering was taken. 

The session concluded with worship conducted by Dr. Wilson. 

Adjournment. 

Friday, 8:00 P. M. 

After the singing of a hymn. Rev. Ronald V. Wells, Ph. D., Bridgeport, of- 
fered prayer. The choir sang in response "Take My Life and Let It Be. 

The Young Women’s Choir sang "Lo, A Voice” by Bortniansky. 

The President spoke of the increasing interest of the young people in the State 
Convention and of the cooperation of young people and adults in the work of the 
Convention. 

Miss Anna Petruzello, Middletown, presented the report of the Connecticut 
Baptist Youth Fellowship. 

Voted: To adopt the report as the report of the Youth Fellowship of the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention. 

The President read the names of the Association members appointed to serve 
on the Nominating Committee: Ashford, Rev. Clifton D. Gray, Jr.; Hartford, Rev. 
Milo Sawyer; New London, Rev. Percy A. Kilmister; Fairfield, Rev. Otto P. Church- 
ill; Stonington Union, Rev. A. S. Woodsworth; New Haven, Rev. W. V. Allen. 

The Registration Committee announced that about 300 people had registered 
their attendance at the Convention, but it was thought that there had been about 500 
present. 

An offering was taken. 

Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg gave a most interesting address on "Business in Great 
Waters.” 

Voted: To adjourn the 119th Annual Session of the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention, after worship led by Dr. Dahlberg. 

On Friday evening, 6:30 o’clock, an All Convention dinner was held which 
took the place of the three banquets usually held, the Men’s Banquet, the Women’s 
Banquet and the Young People’s Banquet. There were about 275 present. Dr. Dahl- 
berg spoke.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

This report for 1941-1942 covers the first full year of the new arrangement entered 
into with the Council on Finance and Promotion by which the Department of Pro- 
motion is brought under the direct supervision of the Executive Secretary, who serves 
in the dual capacity of State Secretary and Director of Promotion. Under this ar- 
rangement the Council of Finance and Promotion contributes a stated amount to be 
used in missionary promotion within the Convention area. 

It has been a year of adjustments, not only in promotional matters but in almost 
every phase of Convention work. These adjustments have been made more acute due 
to the general dislocated conditions that affect the entire church life. The period of 
adjustment is not past but we feel that constructive progress has been made during 
the past year. 

The Financial Situation 

This year has been a good year financially as is revealed in the report of the Con 
vention Treasurer and the Director of Promotion. Had it not been for two unforseen 
items the budget would have been comfortably balanced. 

The year marks an up-turn in our total giving. ^98,459.95 was given this yea*- 
to the unified budget and specifics. Of this amount, ^20,243.66 was contributed to 
the World Emergency Fund and other specifics. This means that Connecticut s per 
capita giving to missions for the year was around ^4.00 per resident member. Fifteen 
churches gave nothing to either the unified budget or the World Emergency Fund. 
If the Connecticut Convention is to discharge properly its obligation in this high'y 
industrialized area, it must be undergirded financially, which means that we must survey 
carefully the possibilities of increasing our income for State Convention work. 

Meetings 

During the year two meetings of the Board of Manangers were held and two of 
the Executive Committee. The attendance at these meetings has not been phenomenal. 
However, it must be borne in mind that members of the board not only give their service 
but care for their own travel expenses. 

Aided Churches 

In the spring the Executive Secretary in company with Rev. L. T. Mallery, chair 
man of the Committee on Aided Churches, made a tour of visitation covering a 
number of churches helped by the Convention. Others have been visited by the Se - 
retary. During the year two churches became financially self-supporting and tvvo 
others cheerfully accepted the suggestion of reduction in order that funds might be 
released for other fields. The Convention’s investment in Aided Churches for this 
year amounted to ^2,303.40. As in the case of all other departments of our work, 
we feel that a careful study should be made of our Aided Churches to the end that 
the Convention money may be placed where it will represent the best investment. 
Thirteen churches are now on the Aided Church list. 
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Bilingual Work 

The Convention cooperates through the Department of Cities of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society in financial undergirding our bilingual work in eleven 
centers. The total amount given by the State Convention this year was ^5,178,16. 
The Secretary, in company with Walter E. Crittenden, chairman of the Bilingual 
Committee, visited the fields and conferred with the pastors and leaders on the peculiar 
problems confronting them in their work. We found a splendid spirit of cooperat'on 
and devotion on the part of our missionaries. 

Last year we reported on the "Bridgeport Experiment” at the Second Church. 
Mr. Morris, who has been associated with Rev. W. W. Sullivan has accepted a call 
to Pittsburgh. Through special arrangement with The Woman’s American Baptist 
Home Mission Society and the American Baptist Home Mission Society, Catherine 
Ruggiero came to the Second Church to assist in establishing the work among the 
women and children. Her work has been highly acceptable. 

It is to the best interest of all that our bilingual missions and churches be en- 
couraged in the kind of self reliance illustrated in the Italian Mission, Ansonia, where 
Mr. LoPresti— with the help of his people, redecorated the sanctuary, making it one 
of the most beautiful in the state. Similar improvements have been made also in the 
Wallingford, Hungarian Church, under Rev. Michael Biro, and at the South Norwalk 
Hungarian Mission, Rev. Joseph J. Botka, missionary. 

All the advances made have not been material. Real spirit progress has been made 
in our bilingual work. Rev. John Daviduk, our Russian missionary, baptized 18 at 
Hartford at one baptismal service. 

In the light of new problems precipitated by the war we recommend that a thought- 
ful survey be made of all our bilingual work. 

Interdenominational Cooperation 

Mr. Campbell, Director of the Department of Christian Education, covers in his 
report the Convention’s relationship to the Connecticut Council of Churches. We feel 
that this is the point at which our interdenominational cooperation is most apparent. 
However, we find our local churches doing their part in promoting community enter- 
prises that call for total Protestant action. This is as it should be, but we must not 
forget that, as Baptists, we have a message and a responsibility to discharge. Coopera 
tion but not capitulation should be our aim. 

Woman’s Work 

Mrs. Howard S. Palmer was elected in May to succeed Mrs. Orrin R. Judd as 
president of the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. This necessitated 
our Connecticut Woman’s Baptist Mission Society looking for new leadership. Mrs. 
Palmer’s mantle has fallen on Mrs. Major L. Johnson, wife of the Pastor of Memorial 
Church, Hartford. She is ably qualified to lead our Connecticut women, and already 
they are responding to her leadership. The program of the Connecticut women is 
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characterized by far vision and undergirded by devoted effort and earnest prayer. 
Perhaps their crowning achievement of the year was the more than attainment of their 
World Emergency Fund goal. The shifc to the Hartford Seminary as headquarters 
for the House-Party is working out well. Attention is called to the President’s Report 
which will be printed in this year’s Annual. 

Evangelism 

When the Executive Secretary came into the work a little more than a year ago, 
a pastor remarked to him that if New England was to experience a revival of vital 
religion, it would need to be initiated by the Baptists. Was that prophetic? Evangel- 
ism as a program is not getting the attention it deserves in The Northern Baptist 
Convention or the State Conventions. Evangelism is the orphan among the depart- 
ments of our work. It is not enough to say that all our work is evangelistic. Con- 
necticut needs a long range constructive program of evangelism. At the May meeting 
of the Board of Managers, Rev. J. J. Allen, the chairman of the State Evangelistic 
Committee, presented a five point program of evangelism for the year. It was adopted. 
Dr. Woodbury spent a day in conferences with the pastors at Hartford discussing 
evangelism and outlining a program of action. The Executive Secretary gave a series 
of addresses on evangelism for the New Haven Pastors’ Conference in the spring. 


Christian Education 

Attention is called to the printed report submitted by Rev. O. P. Campbell, 
Director of the Department of Christian Education. Much creative thought has gone 
into the Sunday School Advance. This year’s program is of the highest quality and 
should challenge all of our churches. The Storrs Assembly was of the usual high 
grade, but the War situation makes all future plans uncertain. 

Promotion 

In the opening paragraph of this report attention was called to the new arrange- 
ment by which the work of the Director of Promotion is carried on by the Executive 
Secretary. Naturally, this has imposed a heavy burden, attending national and regional 
conferences, setting up Convocations, supervising the World Emergency Fund, arrang- 
ing schedules for missionary speakers in the churches, distributing literature and serving 
generally as collecting agent for the Council on Finance and Promotion. This would 
have been a well-nigh impossible task had it not been for the efficient services of Miss 
Elizabeth M. Raymond, who has cheerfully shared this double burden. Under the 
present set up the State Board of Promotion has become the State Committee on 
Promotion. We appreciate the help this committee has rendered and shall continue 
to look to it to equalize the burden. The current Annual will carry a detailed report 
of the Director of Promotion as the collecting agency for the Council on Finance and 
Promotion. 
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Pastoral Problems 

Perhaps not in decades has there been such a turn over in pastoral relationship. 
It is gratifying that in a change of pastorates, involving nearly 25% of the white 
churches of the state, the Executive Secretary has been called into counsel in practically 
every situation. Much time has been given in supplying pulpits during the period 
of quest for another pastor and conferences with Pulpit Committees. The task has 
been a delightful one — always strictly advisory. Already three pastors have heeded 
the call to the highly important office of chaplain — several others have the matter 
under consideration. As we move more totally into the War, Connecticut Baptists 
will be called upon for larger sacrifices. We are confident that we will provide our 
quota of chaplains to serve the men in the armed forces of the nation. The challenge 
to close the ranks thus decimated has been heeded by our older pastors of or about 
retirement age. Eagerly they are requesting that they be used again in the ranks of 
the active ministry. 


The Connecticut Baptist 

A casual survey among the churches reveals that only a small percentage of Con 
necticut Baptists subscribe to any religious paper. Many Christian homes that fee! 
they must be served by both morning and afternoon papers are entirely without any 
religious periodical. Dr. Truett has stated that the Baptist weekly paper which came 
into his father’s home during his boyhood was one of the three forces that shaped his 
life and character. The Connecticut Baptist, in addition to being our propaganda 
organ and church news medium, should be expanded to include practical, helpful and 
devotional food for the individual and the home. To double the subscription list is 
not an impossible goal. 


Property Improvements 

Necessity, anniversaries, and local pride, have conspired to bring to pass an un- 
usual number of improvements to church properties during the year. Connecticut 
Baptists believe in maintaining their church buildings. Fire wrecked the building at the 
First Church, Norwich, on one of the coldest night’s of the winter. The pastor and 
congregation accepted the challenge before the embers had cooled. The result of which 
is a completely renovated building, which was dedicated in a week of several services, 
September 13-20, with practically all cost met. 


Men’s Council 

The Men’s Council finds it increasingly difficult to carry forward any sort of con- 
structive program. Due in part to the fact that more and more the manpower of the 
church is being drained off by the military and war industries. Dr. Earl F. Adams 
and the Executive Secretary were the speakers at the Annual Men’s Council Meeting 
at Middletown, April 26. Mr. E. N. Wooding has served as president of the Council. 
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Pastors’ Conference 

Each year in. connection with the State Convention the pastors hold an afternoon 
session for mutual counsel and fellowship. Also, an Annual Retreat in September is 
an event that brings together a representative number of pastors. Dr. A. H. Boutwcll 
of Ithaca, New York, was the Retreat guest and speaker at the Suffield Retreat, 
September 14, 15. 

Pastors Wives’ Fellowship 

This fellowship is the baby among the organizations of The Northern Baptist 
Convention. Mrs. Charles F. Banning of Norwich, is the National President. Mrs. 
Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford, is the State President. This is a significant organization 
and full of potentiality. It is composed of the women behind the men — behind the 
pulpit desk. We bid it Godspeed. 

Suffield Academy 

The Board of Managers following its usual custom recommends that .0209 per 
cent of the total distributable money raised in the state be given to Suffield Academy 
toward the Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of ^50,000.00. The 
Fund now totals ^47,689.11.

During the year three of our valiant and devoted members have laid aside their 
garments of toil and entered into that rest which remains for all faithful stewards of 
Christ: Miss Mary L. Howard, January 25; Rev. George R. Atha, August 3; Dr.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PROMOTION 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention for the Year Ending 

April 30, 1942 

This first annual report of the Committee on Promotion, since the reorganiza- 
tion of our promotional work, is made with mingled humility and satisfaction on 
the part of your committee members. 

Charged with the responsibility to supervise the promotional work of our State 
Convention, we have spent our first year in study and preparation. We have sought 
to establish a basic approach and procedure for future work. 

We desire to recommend to our churches a dual attack on the problems of 
Missionary interest and Stewardship. These two principle approaches are: 

1. The indirect method of Missionary and Stewardship education in every 
department and phase of the local church program. The development, also, of 
world-vision in our people. 

2. The direct method of promotion to stimulate individual giving by presentation 
of needs; use of promotional materials, speakers and assemblies; and the 
mobilization of the whole church for a direct frontal attack on giving to 
benevolences. There should be a new emphasis on tithing, as the basis of 
giving. Pastors and lay leaders are urged to challenge their churches to new 
and unprecedented sacrifices. 

A survey of the churches to discover which ones operate on the denominational year 
and which on the other fiscal years, revealed that of the ninety-three churches which 
replied, forty operate on the year beginning May 1, and seven beginning April 1. 
The others use various periods. 

The Promotion Committee is convinced that more of our churches should adopt the 
denominational year for fiscal and operating programs. 

We discovered also that of the ninety-three reporting churches, only twenty-nine 
send their missionary receipts each month. 

Your committee is gratified to note an increase in total giving this year. Al- 
though our regular giving decreased ^883, our total giving increased ^11,828. This 
is a real victory, and proves what Connecticut can do. 


The World Emergency Fund Committee this year will be led by Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur E. Tyrrill as co-chairmen. They are hard at work. The goal adopted for the 
Emergency Fund is ^25,000. 
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Several objectives for our cooperative achievement are suggested by your com- 
mittee. The .Hartford Association has adopted them for its year of work. They are 
commended to all churches and associations: 

1. Missionary Education in every phase of the church work. 

2. More emphasis on the Stewardship of Life. 

3. Raise our Emergency Fund goal of ^25,000. Every church accepting a de- 
finite goal. 

4. Renewed emphasis on tithing. 

5. A School of Missions or its equivalent in each church. 

6. A Promotion Committee in each Association. 

7. A Missionary Committee in every Church.

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REPORT OF 

THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

The third year of our Christian Education Advance begins with increasing ap- 
preciation of its values by our pastors and workers. Its stimulation of more effective 
effort and spiritual purpose is manifest in all the projects covered in this report. 


We Advance Together 

The National field staff, editors, publishers and State Directors connected with 
The American Baptist Publication Society, the Board of Education, the Baptist Youth 
Fellowship and the Council on Christian Education of The Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion, are all working together in response to the urgent demands from the churches for 
a spiritually vital teaching program to give us the Christian Education Advance. 
After two years of promotion by our denominational agencies, it was discovered that 
the same needs and purposes were characteristic of all the major evangelical communions 
in America. Beginning this year, while the movement is no less in content and re- 
sponsibility a denominational approach to the churches, it is also a total Protestant 
effort sponsored by The International Council of Religious Education. In its present 
form the Christian Education Advance was the result of a conference of the above 
named workers, including our State Director of Christian Education, held in Chicago, 
February 2 - 8 , 1942 , followed by the annual meeting and Quadrennial Convention of 
the International Council of Religious Education. In Connecticut we cooperated with 
the State Council of Churches in the holding of Conventions in two centers for the 
purpose of introducing it to the churches as a movement united in spirit. 

Advance in the Associations 

On June 10 and 11, we called to Hartford the officers and Standing Committees 
of our six Associations to meet Dr. Luther Wesley Smith, Executive Secretary of The 
American Baptist Publication Society and the Board of Education, Dr. Oliver D. 
Cummings, Executive Secretary of The Baptist Youth Fellowship, and Miss Helen 
Stevens, Executive Secretary of the Department of Missionary Education, for the 
purpose of acquainting them with the total educational program and outlining the 
functions of the Committee on Christian Education. 

A handbook of suggestions for Association Committees on Christian Education 
has been made available to all on these committees. The State and Associational Com- 
miittees on Christian Education are prepared to function with the Committees on 
Missions and Evangelism towards the achievement of all the goals of our total church 
program. The Mission Societies are all to be represented on these committees by lead- 
ers of departments in the women’s organizations, thus bringing Christian Education 
and Missionary Education togther in a fine working relationship. We have placed these 
three emphases at the center of our Association and State Convention Meetings and 
our general plans of promotion. It is hoped! this will bring our Associations to furc 
tion as a vital link in our State and National organization. 
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In Adult Education 

The Advance Program includes all proven plans of survey and parish visiting 
to reach the indifferent and unchurched people.. Much is being done, not only to get 
them to the church, but to help them to a more vital expression of religion in the 
home. Our Director serves as a volunteer member of the staff of the State Council 
of Churches, teaching classes and conducting conferences on the Christian Family, 
young married people’s classes and other phases of adult education, including leadership 
training and workers’ conferences. The services of the Director were loaned to Ver- 
mont for a series of conferences in that state. In this connection we joined other reli- 
gious forces in the state in requesting that courses in religion be offered at our State 
University which was granted. Our Director is also a member of the Committee on Reli- 
gious Education of Adults in the International Council of Religious Education and 
the Executive Committee of the United Christian Adult Movement. 

Youth Fellowship 

During this year we have witnessed the completion of a national program for 
Youth. All denominational youth work, through the Council on Christian Education 
has been brought together in the Baptist Youth Fellowship, to be administered by 
an executive secretary, assisted by professional leaders representing Missionary Educa 
tion and Christian Education. Connecticut was represented on the National Youth 
Council this year meeting in Franklin, Indiana by Agnes Stone of Norwich, and 
Malcolm Andrews of Willimantic. As members of our State Youth Council they 
have spoken at a number of state and associational meetings, giving reports of the 
Franklin meeting and helping in getting our associations better organized. Luther 
Pierce of Brooklyn has served as our efficient State President and the Associations 
have all been fairly well organized. The annual meeting of the State Fellowship was 
held in West Hartford on April 25. This was planned by the State Council and was 
run by them. About two hundred came and it was a most successful event. One other 
State meeting was the Annual Fellowship dinner and evening session, as a part of 
the meeting of the State Convention. This was held in Bridgeport on October 19, 1941. 
The State Council has been active in getting the Associations organized, acquainting 
people in the churches with the State and National Youth Program and getting 
the young people to support the efforts of their churches in missions, stewardship 
and evangelism. A special drive was made to get youth to contribute to the Emer- 
gency Fund through the missionary budgets of their churches. A definite program 
for this year is being offered through our youth periodicals and a packet of materials 
for the guidance of local church leaders. 

Summer School and Camps 

Through this department we cooperate with the other New England States in a 
great summer camp project at Ocean Park, Maine. Here is provided training for youth 
and church workers from the junior high school age up. 

Our Summer Assembly at Storrs in July was one of the best we have had, but 
the attendance was reduced considerably on account of war conditions. There was a 
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fully registered attendance of 109, in addition to a staff of teachers and counselors 
numbering 21. The general feeling is that nothing in our program is doing more to 
transform the work of our churches and the lives of our youth than the Sumner 
Assembly. 

Children’s Work 

We have cooperated with the Council on Christian Education of The Northern 
Baptish Convention in the study of our Children’s Work, looking toward a program 
of closer coordination in this field. We sent Miss Eleanore G. MacKenzie, a member 
of our State Committee on Christian Education and the State Board of the Wom- 
an’s Mission Society, to represent us in the National Conference on Children’s Work 
held in Franklin, Indiana, last December. We are asking our committees and workers 
with Children to study the report from last year’s meeting to help in the formulation 
' of a more united and effective program for Children. 

More than thirty of our churches engaged in some form of Vacation School Work. 
These schools are departing from the old methods and making their programs more 
original, but using the excellent printed texts and resources from our Department of 
Christian Education. A small, but increasing number of our churches, report week- 
day instruction through classes or community schools conducted by the churches with 
the cooperation of the public schools.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

The old saying, "there is nothing new under the sun” is fundamentally true. 
However, there are many new adaptations of things that are old. Evangelism has been 
kept fresh by many adaptations of the principle of witness which is so essential to 
the full Christian life. Mass evangelism, personal work, parish visitation, tract dis- 
tribution, are familiar types of the evangelistic process and each of these in turn has 
passed through many varied applications. The essential purpose of any and all forms 
of evangelism is a true and faithful witness to the saving power of Christ and the 
enlistment of the saved in Kingdom work. Lack of method or of material for the 
working of any chosen method cannot be used as an excuse for not doing the work 
of the evangelist. As sources of suggestion and supplies may I mention the following; 

The Department of Evangelism of the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ of America is a veritable fountain of suggestion in things evangelistic and the 
materials offered are the best; the Department of Evangelism of the American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Society, directed by Dr. Walter E. Woodbury is second to 
none in the stimulation of the evangelistic passion, in the supply of practical mater- 
ials of work and in giving leadership in conferences, conventions and local churches. 
The New England Evangelistic Association, directed by Dr. Wesley Huber and affili- 
ated with the Department of our Home Mission Society, exists to promote evan- 
gelism through special services, the conduct of visitation campaigns or any type of 
evangelism a pastor or church desires. There are many good evangelists available 
for either public mass evangelism or definite parish efforts. 

The only thing lacking is faith in venturing for Christ in this most basic and 
vital work of witness. What the preachers have often thought to be unwillingness on the 
part of leaders and churches may only be a serious sense of inadequacy. There are 
many who do not have the aptitude for the evangelistic witness but surely every minister 
can and should share with as many of his people as he can lead in a constructive and 
concerted witness to the saving power of Christ and in sharing their own experience 
of salvation. 

The evangelistic committee has the responsibility of promoting an interest in 
evangelism of every kind. Our work is advisory but the members of the committee 
have repeatedly offered their services in any way pastors and churches can use 
them. Time and thought have been given to the discussion of various suggestions of 
some form of state wide effort either of a simultaneous nature or progressively pro- 
moted until the entire Baptist constituency has been reached. The committee has 
endorsed cooperation with ether evangelical groups if such a state wide effort shall 
be undertaken. 

Whether our evangelism assumes the larger scope of operation or remains more 
definitely in the smaller, local units, we must carry on in an aggressive manner and 
push the battle to the gates. Some may feel that this is an inopportune time for 
special emphasis of any kind but to many of us this is an hour of increased oppor- 
tunity and responsibility. In many communities there are thousands of new-comers, 
either men in the Service or civilians in defense work. The tendency is to neglect the 
church. We must campaign to bring these people into touch with our churches or 
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else they will be lost to the cause of Christ. Months and years out of church will 
result in a permanent loss of interest. Unless we can hold these people, there is little 
hope of reclaiming them. Your chairman serves a community where the population 
is said to have increased 55% and yet there is little evidence of increasedl attend- 
ance at worship and in many instances the church schools are smaller than two years ago. 

The answer to this challenge is not the holding of isolated meetings, conducted 
by visiting speakers or evangelists. Such services have their value and should be held 
where practical, but they should not end the sense of responsibility on our part. Such 
local services are very limited in their appeal and almost barren of results. They at- 
tract the same devoted few who want to be loyal to their pastor, or who attend be- 
cause of their interest in the peculiar nature of the message or their curiosity to see 
and hear a much publicised Christian leader. The constant attendance upon such 
services may even be bad for the saints who easily mistake their attendance as a 
substitute for the more personal participation in a living witness. 

Then again, these special speakers nearly always represent a one-sided emphasis, 
and the general public recognizes this, and the appeal is limited to those of certain the- 
ological bias. Hench little is accomplished other than to deepen the conviction of 
those who thus believe that their point of view is the only vital and true one. It is 
a matter of record and of regret that regardless of how representative of the whole 
gospel and how sane and helpful the message of most evangelists, little is accom- 
plished because practically no unconverted people attend. 

If we are to make good through mass evangelism it must be done on such a scale 
as to command the attention of the whole community and this is not at all likely unless 
all denominations have been enlisted in a community-wide effort. Such campaigns in 
our defense areas might well succeed in bringing the challenge of Christ and His 
Church again to those who are slowly slipping off the foundation laid in Jesus Christ 
back in the old home church. 

Several constructive recommendations were presented to the Board of Managers 
as a result of the last meeting of the Committee and these were approved by the 
Board and printed in the June issue of The Connecticut Baptist. I feel compelled to 
bring these suggestions to your attention in this report. The practical adoption of 
any or all of these suggestions will assure to any pastor a quickened interest in evan- 
gelism in his church and results will not only mean numerical increase but a deepening 
of the spiritual life of his people. 

1. We commend and recommend to the pastors the careful study and use of 
the program of Evangelistic Advance of the Northern Baptist Convention for 1942-43. 
This program was mailed to pastors throughout the Convention area and is a com- 
prehensive survey of the evangelistic possibilties in every local church. 

2. We recommend the study and use of the materials made available by the 
Rev. Arthur B. Strickland and his plan for increasing church attendance and church 
membership through worship emphasis. We have no brief for this plan as over 
against other, similiar and available ones. The Federal Council plan set forth in the 
promotion of World Wide Communion Sunday is sure to bring results . The Seven 
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Loyalty Sunday idea is good and has been used with great profit by many pastors. It 
is not whose plan but any good plan well worked. Several of the churches in the 
New London area used the Strickland plan, last year with good results. 

3. We recommend that our Baptist pastors throughout the state take the lead 
in securing parish surveys in the interest of evangelism and church attendance and 
that wherever possible this be made a united interdenominational project. To take a 
survey is to get down to rock bottom. We must go after the people and find them 
and enlist them. Many will be called on and maybe only few will respond but these 
are worth seeking out. While community-wide efforts in survey are without question 
more effective than local church surveys, in all but the larger communities, a single 
church can make a partial survey with good results. 

4. We recommend that the Committee of Evangelism be urged in cooperation 
with Secretary William S. Terrell, to organize each Association through the Associa- 
tional committee on Evangelism for a special effort during this present season and that 
an early conference of members of such committees be held with the pastors to plan 
this project. 

The place of the Association in the promotion of evangelism has been allowed 
to lapse. At present our Associations are all but evangelistically sterile. The evan- 
gelistic committees are just a list of names concerning whom the words of the Revelator 
apply, "Thou hast a name that thou livest but art dead.” We may not be able to 
pump life into a corpse but we can bury the corpse and hope for a resurrection, while 
a new and living witness is borne by such as are aware of the need, the opportunity 
and the urgency of a present witness for Christ. The effort to revive the associational 
committees of Evangelism, Christian Education and Missions has met with some suc- 
cess. But the machinery will not produce unless we generate power enough to move 
the wheels. The State Secretary will be glad to cooperate with associational commit- 
tees looking toward some area effort in the all inclusive witness of evangelism, edu- 
cation and missions. The least we can do is to give him our help, and this means 
more than a lot of empty talk about the need, and long discussion about the method, 
without any concerted action aimed to meet the need by trying some method. 

5. We recommend that, wherever possible, our pastors organize groups of 
representative and competent laymen for evangelistic service and that they seek for 
them opportunity to give their witness and assist in parish evangelism. 

The development of lay evangelistic groups may not be as easy now as when 
transportation was not a problem. The idea is good and can be worked with success 
if there is a will to do it. Surely our churches are not so bankrupt of lay leadership 
that there are no sane, capable laymen and laywomen to give public witness for Christ. 
We can find such and should seek them out, men and women whose name carry 
weight and whose known Christian character commends the cause of Christ and the 
Church to all who see and hear them. Such a team of three or four leaders assisted 
by a group of singers can render immeasurable service in our churches. We must 
not continue to give the impression that the promotion of our faith is the business of 
paid professionally trained leaders.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 

1. Whereas, we are deeply indebted for the sessions of this Convention to 
those who have worked so efficiently and cheerfully, 

Therefore be it Resolved: that this Convention express its deep appreciation of 
all that has been done by our Convention officers, committee members and chairmen, 
to make our Convention significant and vital. 

That we thank all boards of churches which have contributed to the program 
and sessions. 

That we acknowledge our gratitude to the First Baptist Church of Waterbury, 
to its minister and people, for its hospitality and all appointments provided, to facil- 
itate our meetings, and to provide for our comfort. 

That we thank the City of Waterbury, its officers and police force for their 
assistance and consideration; that we thank the press and its representatives for their 
courtesy and help in disseminating the work and program of this Convention. 

2. Whereas, we have come together at a time when there is a deepening of 
the world crisis, and when there is a severe testing of the fibre and spirit of our Chris- 
tian fellowship; and 

Whereas, we are now called upon to prove ourselves worthy of the name of 
Christ; and whereas, we acknowledge that our witness of Him has often been w'eak 
and ineffective, and we are conscious of our helplessness apart from God, 

Therefore be it Resolved: that we, the members of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention "reafirm our faith in the adequacy of Christ for the whole world, and the 
whole of life,” and that we invoke His guidance for each forward step. 

3. Whereas, the present crisis has made more manifest the responsibility of 
the church to broaden its mission and to contribute by all the means in its power to the 
needed ministry of Christ for men everywhere, and whereas, we are penitently con- 
scious of the many weaknesses and shortcomings of the church. 

Therefore be it Resolved: that we call our churches to a new ministry of prayer 
in order that God’s Power may be more manifest, and that the Witness of Christ 
shall not be lost or diminished amid the tragedies of our age. 

4. Whereas, we believe that it is the purpose of God to create a world-wide 
fellowship in Jesus Christ, transcending nation, race or class, and that it is His pur- 
pose and will that the church should stand firm against all that is divisive in human 
intercourse. 

Therefore be it Resolved: that we decry every wanton act of aggression against 
a nation, race, class or individual; that we deplore any discrimination, of whatever 
nature it may be, against a nation, race, class or individual because of racial differences, 
or class distinction; that we call upon our church "Seriously and immediately to enter 
upon the task of breaking down the barriers which separate as into groups.” 
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5. Whereas, we are a vital and integral part of our greater Denominational 
organization which is providing us with a wise and consecrated leadership, 

Therefore be it Resolved: that we devote our fullest efforts in cooperating 
everywhere possible with our challenging denominational program; that we keep con- 
stantly before our churches and people our denominational objectives, a revitalized 

and strengthened educational program, a sacrificial spirit of giving to our Foreign and 
Home missionary programs, a whole hearted support of the World Emergency Fund 
and the Church Extension Reserve Fund. 

That we commend to the churches for their consideration the goals that have 
been suggested by our State Convention on Christian Education, Missions and Evan- 
gelism, and urge that immediate steps be taken to implement them through the use 
of all available leadership and materials. 

6. Whereas, the great world struggle is so engrossing and so demanding of 

our time and efforts, and whereas in such crises as this we lose sight of those destruc- 
tive forces which are more subtle and less dramatic in claiming our attention, but which 
destroy not only the life but the soul of man. Therefore be it Resolved: that we 
vigorously commend to all Christians the virtue of temperate living; that we condemn 
the Godless traffic in intoxicating liquors which is in essence and truth a traffic in 

human lives; that we deplore the insipid and false logic of liquor drinking as being 

the right of individual freedom; that we affirm the principle that there can be no 
individual freedom which is not conditioned by the social well-being of all other 
peoples; that we mark as unchristian every vice and every device which undermines 
character whether it be in the alley of some slum, at the race track or in the home; 

That we commend to cur people a careful reading and generous use of Dr. 
George Barton Cutten’s splendid address given at The Northern Baptist Convention 
and, that we further recommend a careful reading of the Resolutions and Program of 
the Convention which met in Cleveland this year; 

That we call upon our nation. to face the hypocrisy and inconsistency of send- 
ing our young men out to die for the ideals of freedom and brotherhood which we 
desecrate and violate with impunity in our lax and immoral practices within the nation; 

That we charge our government with its sacred obligation of safe guarding the 
moral and spiritual welfare of all young men in our armed forces, that we constantly 
remind our leaders and ourselves that the moral idealism for which we struggle has no 
existence apart from human life, and that it exists in those who serve now, as vitally 
as it may ever exist for any future generations. 

That we call upon our churches and lay people to accept and faithfully dis- 
charge their obligation of keeping our spiritual resources strong and that we do not 
permit secular programs and appeals to absorb our efforts to the exclusion and the 
wasting of our established work. 

7 . Whereas, we believe that all our ills and woes are the inevitable results of 
man’s failure to order and discipline his life by the God given standards for humanity 
as revealed in Jesus Christ. 
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Therefore be it Resolved; that we rededicate ourselves to the fulfillment of 
Christ’s purpose and plan for our lives; that we acknowledge his leadership and saving 
power; that we engage anew in a vital and significant program of Evangelism realiz- 
ing that this task properly carried out by all Christians everywhere would bring an end 
to world strife, and would bring to reality our great hope of the Kingdom of God 
upon earth and a Christ-like brotherhood among men.

NEW LONDON ASSOCIATION 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S 
BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY OF CONNECTICUT 

October 14, 1942. 

In this year when we are thinking of a just and durable peace and a post-war 
federation of nations, the missionary cause has more meaning than ever before. Though 
the work of our missionairies is curtailed in some parts of the world, we are realizing 
more and more the lasting quality of the spiritual lives of the native Christians. 

To quote Dr. Walter O. Lewis’ concluding paragraph in his article in Septem- 
ber "Missions” magazine: "Many things have been shaken; but, the great moral 
principles on which society rests can not be overthrown for God cannot be bombed out 
of existence. The things which are seen are temporal; but the things which are not 
seen are eternal.” 

Mrs. Howard S. Palmer, under whose wise leadership the work of our Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society has progressed these last three years, left the office of Presi- 
dent last May. Although we were reluctant to have her leave we felt very proud that 
she had been chosen to fill the Presidency of the Woman’s American Baptist Home 
Mission Society. We know, although her activities in that office will limit the amount 
of active work she can do in Connecticut, we will profit from her interest and wise 
counsel. 

Mrs. Major L. Johnson is our new President. Her glowing spirit and spon- 
taneous sincerity reflect a spiritual Faith which inspires us all with an ardent and 
active interest in Christian activities. 

Mrs. Anna Abel, our first vice-president, reports that last year the women of 
our state raised ^3,103.86 through our "Loye” boxes. This year our quota is ^3,650. 
In addition to this we raised ^3,502.07 as our share" towards the Emergency Fund. 

Our second and third vice-presidents Mrs. Ralph Hemingway and Mrs. Charles 
Newton, in charge of Foreign and Home Missions, respectively, help us keep our con- 
tacts with the work of these fields up-to-date, especially through our special missionaries 
assigned to Connecticut. 

Miss Eleanore MacKenzie, Missionary Education Chairman and Mrs. William 
Everett, Reading Program Chairman announce that Latin America and Burma are the 
subjects for reading in the coming year. Too much emphasis cannot be placed on 
the importance of acquainting ourselves with these countries at this time. The travel- 
ing library continues to add new books to its already excellent collection. 

Our Literature Chairman, Mrs. Charles Turner notes that each year shows an 
increase in the sale of books. "A Christian Imperative” was used in group study in 
many churches. "China Re-discovers Her West” and the "Seed and the Soil” were 
again in use. Literature has been received from New York regularly which in turn 
has been sent to the Associational Secretaries. 
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Mrs. Clarence Eddy, our White Cross Chairman, announces that our quota 
for the past year was filled 100%. Seven overland and eleven overseas missionaries 
were cared for. Extra articles were also sent to the Crow Indian Reservation, to the 
mountain people in Tenn., Saddle Mountain and to the Engwall family. Of course 
we did not forget Mather. One association reported sending over 500 articles. 

Mrs. Russell Burgess, Chairman of the World Wide Guild, reports three new 
guilds organized during the year. She reports a substantial increase in giving both 
in money and service on the part of members, more reading undertaken and a larger 
attendance at the State Rally. 

Mrs. Esther Wason, our Children’s World Crusade Department Head feels 
that the hope of the future rests in the spiritual nurture of our children and voices a 

plea for more leaders in the various churches to carry on this work. 

Miss Ruth Horsman of Stafford is now our State Student Councilor. Miss 
Horsman is deeply interested in the opportunities offered and is anxious to help the 
local councilors as fast as their names are made known to her. We welcome her 
most heartily to our Board. 

We are happy to announce the appointment of Mrs. George E. Nichols as 
head of the Christian Friendliness Department and Mrs. Harold D. Stead as Chair- 
man of the Christian Citizenship Department. Both Mrs. Nichols and Mrs. Stead 

have been active members in other capacities and are known and esteemed by us all. 

Mrs. Allen Brown, our Devotional Leader and her committee have endeavored 
by conferences and correspondence to aid in preparing worship programs that would 
stimulate a desire for a deeper, spiritual life in the circle members. 

"The Lord God Omnipotent reigneth. Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 
honour to Him.” Revelation 19:Verses 6, 7. These verses were our text at the 21st 
Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut held in the 
Central Baptist Church of Hartford in May. At this meeting a service was held in 
memory of Mary Leland Howard, beloved President of our Society for 18 years, who 
passed away during the year. As a loving tribute to Miss Howard’s work with us, 
we sent a Memorial Fund to the Evelyn Briggs Cranska Hospital in Nicaragua, a work 
in which she was deeply interested. 

The Fifteenth Annual House Party held this September at the Hartford Sem- 
inary Foundation in charge of Mrs. Leroy Bennett was a joyous experience in Chris- 
tian fellowship. As each guest arrived, she was given a shield of faith to wear over 
her heart. When we left we felt we carried the shield of Faith within our heart. 
"Faith is the Victory” was our theme. We remembered Mrs. Johnson’s closing mes- 
sage "Faith cannot be rationed; — our Faith in God; — our Faith in the ultimate tri- 
umph of good. Let’s make it a part of our living.” 

"And I saw a new heaven and a new earth; for the first heaven and the first 
earth were passed away; and there was no more sea.” Revelation 21, Verse 1. Because 
of the missionary enterprise thousands of Christians all over the earth can read these 
words in their own languages and are led by faith to work for a new and better God- 
inspired world even as we in this country and this state.

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WORLD WIDE GUILD REPORT FOR 1942 

The World Wide Guild in this state is coming back into its own. In times of 
stress, youth comes to the fore and Guild Girls are no exception. 

There is now a total membership of over three hundred and nineteen girls in 
twenty chapters in twenty different churches throughout the state. Three new chapters 
were organized and two, which had been formerly, were reorganized. 

That we have been busy is evidenced by the fact that the total number of pro- 
gram meetings held exceeded one hundred and seventy-eight, mission study classes 
thirteen, and seventeen chapters observed Guild vesper day. Two hundred and ninety- 
two dollars and thirty-three cents was paid in for the Guild Love Gift. One hundred 
and sixty-eight girls read a total of one thousand, two hundred and five books. Nine- 
teen chapters did White Cross Work, spending one hundred and forty-one dollars and 
two cents for this work. Fifty-four girls subscribe to "Missions” and one chapter un- 
dertook this year’s project. 

A State Rally was held in Bristol with an attendance of over fifty. The Rally 
was held March 14 and Miss Mildred Bowers was the main speaker. Her address 
was one of the most inspiring ever heard at a Guild Rally. 

Agnes Stone representing the Guild was appointed to the Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ship Council and was chosen to be one of the two representatives from Connecticut at 
the Franklin Conference. Like a true Guild Girl she has not disappointed us but has 
gone about the state giving fine reports of this Conference and as an outstanding 
member of the B. Y. F. has made those interested in Youth and Guild Work proud 
of her. 

Guild Girls have always been busy, living and working for others. This year 
they have not only kept up the good work but increased their zeal and accomplish- 
ments in a year when missionary spirit was most needed.

REPORT OF THE BILINGUAL COMMITTEE 

In order to find out trends for future planning, the bilingual ministers and the 
New American Committee met for discussion and luncheon in Meriden, on the day 
War was declared, all hearing the President’s message, and they also met at dinner 
with some 125 other members of the Connecticut Baptist Convention at Waterbury, 
October 15, 1942, when Dr. John W. Thomas, secretary in charge of the Department 
of Cities of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, spoke. 


The problem is before us of either putting more money into the work as a 
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whole to insure a worth-while accomplishment or of withdrawing support in the weaker 
fields and putting the money saved in the stronger fields to insure at least a better 
result. 

Some believe — but this is not universally shared, that the young people of bi- 
lingual groups will take a deeper interest and that they also will be better served when 
the distinctive national group church is merged so that this church becomes a com- 
pletely functioning American church, serving the community irrespective of nationality. 
The accomplishment of this goes hand in hand with modern-trained leadership.

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REPORT OF THE STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

There are one or two observations that might w'ell be made by a retiring 
member and chairman of the State Permanent Council; comments wi’hich grow out of 
several year’s experience and some correspondence with State Secretaries. 

On paper our Convention is one of the more progressive members of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in the matter of ordination standards: in practice there 
remains much to be achieved. 

The chairman has in the past urged that a consideration of our Convention 
standards of ordination as set forth in the "Qualifications” and the "Procedure” (pp 
93-94 of 1940 Annual) be made one of the items of business in Association meetings, 
for unless individual churches come to see the wisdom of having their ministers con- 
form to high standards of training all efforts to improve the quality of the Baptist 
ministry will accomplish less than the objectives of our leaders. 

Fortunately many of our Connecticut churches and many laymen desire their 
ministers to be well trained, but there remain some who are inclined to consider their 
candidate a special case one to be ordained before he has completed his profes- 
sional training. Not until practically all of the churches within the convention adhere 
to our adopted standards can we make our full contribution to the success of the 
effort of the Northern Baptist Convention to have a ministry adequately trained for 
the difficult times of this generation. And in this connection it is well to remember 
that when a local church ordains a man they ordain him for the whole denomination. 

It is interesting to note that the Ministers Council of the Northern Baptist 
Convention recommends that men be granted yearly licenses until such time as they 
have been "adequately prepared for ordination.” This National Council also commends 
the growing practice of State Conventions of printing in their Annuals as fully ac- 
credited pastors only the names of those ministers who have been ordained in accord- 
ance with the accepted standards of ordination. Your chairman has urged this practice 
for our Convention. 

Finally, the Convention should not lose sight of the original purpose of the 
Council which is to counsel with churches and pastors when such help is needed. Hence 
the membership of the Council should always be of such a character as to hold the 
respect and confidence of the Convention at large.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR THE CONNECTICUT 
COUNCIL OF CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 

Members of the committee attended the annual meeting of the Connecticut 
Council of Churches and Religious Education which was held in the Universalist 
Church of Meriden, Conn,, January 19, 1942. 

The reports read reveal that in behalf of the united Protestant forces the Coun- 
cil is carrying on a constructive program to meet varying needs. The financial report 
was encouraging, but there is a real need for a larger number of our churches to con- 
tribute to its work. It is recommended that our churches make a place for the Council 
work in their church budgets. 

Mr. Robert S. Morris was elected president. Rev. J. N. Zeigler of Norwalk 
was re-elected as one of the vice-presidents. 

The following are some of the highlights of the Council during 1942: 

1. A new program called Church Workers’ Clinics was started. Sixteen such 
clinics were held with leaders from seventy-eight churches participating. Each church 
was observed during the day by a member of the visiting staff. In evening a discus- 
sion was held to discuss means of improving the Christian Education Program. 

2. Four conferences were held for Young Married Couples with the major 
emphasis on the need of religion in the home. 

3. A major portion of the staff -time has been taken up in aiding the churches 
of the state to organize effective means of serving the thousands of strangers which 
the war has brought to us. Pamphlets and motion picture films on the subject may be 
obtained from 18 Asylum Street, Hartford. 

4. Ten Connecticut church leaders attended the Delaware Conference on "A 
Just and Durable Peace.” On their return they discussed with the Council and others 
the report of the Conference. A bulletin was prepared listing a number of pamphlets 
and books which would be of use to study groups on the subject. A list of people 
who would be willing to accept invitations to speak on the subject is also available. 

5. The Character Building Program on the Tobacco Plantations was success- 
fully carried out. The staff had four full-time workers. The work this year was 
entirely with Negro men, a majority of whom were college students. Approximately 
^1,800 was required for the program which consisted of regular religious services, 
forums, and a variety of recreational projects. 

6. It was necessary to cancel the Winnepesaukee Summer School. 

7. Innumerable services to individual churches large and small, were rendered. 

It is recommended that we continue our moral support as well as financial to 
the work of the Council, and that we keep ourselves alert as to its program.

Minutes 

The 118th annual meeting of the Ashford Baptist Association was opened at 
10':30 A. M., Thursday, September 24, 1942, in the Baptist Church at Willimantic, 
by a devotional service led by Rev. Harley R. Nelson, pastor of the entertaining 
church, who also welcomed the Association. Moderator Henry E. Hill, of East Kil- 
lingly, responded. The Rules of Order were read by the Clerk, and the reports of the 
Clerk and Treasurer were read and accepted. Dea. C. E. Pierce of the Putnam Church 
read the report of the Joanna Barrett Fund, for its Trustee, Newton Ballard, who was 
unable to be present; and he also presented Mr. Ballard’s request that two auditors 
be appointed to go over his accounts. The Moderator later appointed Clarence E. 
Pierce and Warren D. Ames. Letters from eight of the Churches were read. 

Mrs. J. Herbert Cope of Burma gave an account of her recent experiences and 
observations in that country. The Committees of the Day were appointed by the 
Moderator, and the Annual Sermon was preached by Rev. Arthur J. Dorr of Stafford. 

After luncheon the Permanent Council met, and its Executive Committee re- 
ported the steps taken toward the ordination of Mr. Valerie Sundt, after his gradua- 
tion from Yale Divinity School. 

The afternoon session was opened with a devotional talk by Rev. Horace B. 
Sloat, D. D. The Permanent Committees and the Committees of the Day then made 
their reports, which were accepted. The Clerk was instructed to cast a unanimous 
ballot for the officers whose names are given above. The Committee on Benevolences 
reported an increase of giving in several of the churches. It was voted that as the 
Association does not publish any record of its Annual Meeting, a record of the 
minutes of our Annual Meeting be included in the Year Book of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention in 1942 and 1943. 
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Rev. Kenneth Cooper of East Killingly led a "Town Meeting” discussion on 
the proposed merger of the Ashford Baptist Association and the Ashford Baptist Sun- 
day School Convention. It was voted that the officers of the Association be empowered 
to negotiate with the Sunday School Convention with regard to such a merger, for 
the duration of the present World War; and, if the response from the Convention is 
favorable, to collaborate with the Convention in setting up a tentative merged organi- 
zation; but after the war is over the matter shall be reconsidered. 

The closing address was made by Rev. O. P. Campbell of Hartford, and the 
meeting was adjourned by prayer led by Rev. R. J. Hanson.

Whereas, the many duties involved in arranging a program for this occasion 
were suddenly thrust upon Mr. T. T. Phillips and Rev. Otto P. Churchill, in the 
going of Rev. James N. Zeigler, who has been called to the chaplaincy of the U. S. 
Army, and these have been discharged with such fine ability and painstaking effective- 
ness. 

Be It Resolved: That the Fairfield Baptist Association, hereby express its deep 
appreciation of all that its officers and committees have done to make this session of 
the Association such a success.

4. That there be a close cooperation in the local church between the Missionary 
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Committee and the Woman’s Mission Society. 

5. That the missionary committee of the church make sure that missionary edu- 
cation is given to the members of all departments of the church school. 

6. That the church missionary committee keep in contact with the state office 
and avail themselves of new information as it arrives. 

7. That those churches who do not have a missionary committee, see that the 
above resolutions are carried out, either through a member of the church or 
the pastor. 

8. That the missionary committee be instructed to bring these resolutions to the 
attention of the local churches and seek their cooperation in carrying them 
into effect. 

9. That we accept the program of the committee of the State Convention and 
urge the churches to follow it. 

10. That the Association appoint a promotion committee on World Emergency. 

The report of the Women’s Mission Society was given by its President, Mrs. 
A, E. Tyrrill. 

Miss Gertrude R. Anderson was then introduced by Dr. William S. Terrell. 

PART II 

Part II of the session was on Christian Education. The chairman of the com- 
mittee, Rev. Major Johnson, presided. The different emphasis on their program: 
Workers Conference, Leadership Training, Survey and Visitation, Youth Fellowship, 
Stewardship and Home Department were considered by Rev. Marion Allen, Rev. Alvin 
Johnson, Rev. Milo Sawyer, and Rev. Major Johnson. 

The committee recommended that the main emphases in our work be on the 
points considered. 

This recommendation was adopted. 

PART III 

The third part of the program was on Evangelism. A large number took part 
in the discussion but no definite action was taken. 

The report of the committee on resolutions was given by Rev. Marion C. Allen 
and the report was adopted. It follows: 

Resolved: 1. That we hereby express our thanks to the Memorial Baptist 
Church for the use of their facilities for our meeting, and our appreciation 
of the excellent luncheon served to us. 

2. That we realize that in our churches we have a new opportunity to 
serve our Young People in the armed forces of our country, and we wish 
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to keep in close touch with them to maintain and sustain their spiritual life. 

3 . That we regret the government’s allowance of the growth of the 
liquor traffic, and especially its influence on our young men in the service 
of our country. We recommend that we present to our people the address 
of Dr. George B. Cutten given at the Northern Baptist Convention in 
May, entitled "We are at War.” 

4. In the light of the fact that our ranks are being depleted by the 
departure of some of our Young People for armed service, we will make 
every effort to bring into active participation in our church life all young 
people living in our parishes. That we minister to the defense workers, 
regardless of what they seem able to give to our churches in return. 

Committee on next session reported an invitation to meet with the Blue Hills 

Church in Hartford. The invitation was accepted. 

The association adjourned after a hymn and Benediction.

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Minutes of New Haven Association 

The 117th Annual Meeting of the New Haven Baptist Association convened 
at the First Baptist Church, New Haven, Conn., on Sunday, September 27th, 1942, 
at 2:30 P. M., Eastern War Time. 

Due to the removal from the Association, of the Moderator, the Rev. A. E. 
Couch, Deep River and the Assistant Moderator, Rev. L. A. Duce, Montowese, 
Rev. Frank M. Swaffield, D. D., pastor of Calvary Baptist Church, New Haven was 
chosen by the Executive Committee as Moderator for the Sessions. The meeting was 
called to order by the acting Moderator at 2:30 P. M. by singing hymn "O Where 
Are Kings and Empires Now?” 

There followed a brief Business Meeting, during which the Clerk Rev. Edward 
M. Conway, requested that the Clerk’s Report be omitted because it was incomplete 
due to the fact that many church letters had not been received. The Clerk moved 
that the mimeographed program be the order of the afternoon and evening. The 
motion was seconded and passed affirmatively. 


The Committe on Nominations, composed of Rev. W. V. Allen, of Meriden, 
Rev. L. T. Mallery, of Middletown and the Rev. Theodore Koester of Southington 
reported the Nominations: (See officers 1943). It was moved and seconded that the 
Clerk cast a unanimous ballot for the officers as nominated. Motion carried and ballot 
duly cast. 

The Committee on Place of next meeting composed of Dr. J. H. McLean of 
New Haven; Rev. Valentine Wilson, Montowese; and Rev. A. W. Jones of Branford 
reported that a request had been received from the First Baptist Church of Meriden 
that the next meeting be held in that church. It was moved and seconded that the 
report be accepted and the invitation of the First Church in Meriden be accepted as 
the place for next year’s meeting. Dr. McLean then spoke concerning the experimental 
meeting of the Association on Sunday afternoon, calling attention to the fact that the 
State Secretary, Dr. Terrell felt that to meet on Sunday afternoon did not give suffi- 
cient time for the Program of the Association, and offered a Resolution that the Asso- 
ciation next year meet on the first Wednesday in October. The motion was seconded 
and passed unanimously, setting the date for the next meeting as that of October 6th, 
1942. 

The Obituary Report was read by the Qerk, and after a moment’s silent prayer. 
Dr. Swaffield offered prayer and the Association sang one stanza of "For All the Saints 
Who From their Labor Rest.” 

At this point Dr. McLean expressed a hearty welcome to the Association to 
the First Baptist Church, and made a few announcements. Dr. Swaffield gave a brief 
but sincere response to this welcome. 

The Moderator then called for the report of the Treasurer. The Treasurer 
being absent the report was deferred. Next the Moderator called for the Trustees re- 
port, but since this was not ready it was also deferred to a later point in the meeting. 
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The Moderator at this time called the attention of the meeting to the plan for 
this meeting, which was in the nature of three units each unit dealing with a phase of 
the work. And according to the program, the first unit was then carried out. After 
an appropriate organ prelude of great Missionary Hymns, Rev. H. Jackson of Hull 
Memorial Church, Cheshire read the Scriptures using Mat. 10:1-15. Rev. William V. 
Allen, of Meriden then offered prayer following which. Rev. Earl F. Adams General 
Director of New York spoke most interestingly along the lines of our great Missionary 
work. Following Dr. Adams address, the chairman of the Missionary Committee of 
the Association, Rev. Frank J. Coleman, of Ansonia gave a most interesting report 
together with certain recommendations. The discussion of the report was lively and 
pertinent. A motion was then offered that the report be accepted and ordered placed 
on file.

UNIT NUMBER II 

Unit Number II of the program was held around the Supper Table at 5:30 
P. M. and was presided over by Dr. Swaffield. The ladies of the church had prepared 
a very delightful supper. After supper Rev. Valentine Wilson lead the meeting in 
singing two good Hymns, and then the Scriptures II Peter,l:l-ll was read by the 
Rev. Julius Kaaz, pastor of Central Baptist Church, New Haven. Rev. Paul Schade 
offered prayer, and the main speaker, the Rev. Ellis Gilbert of West Hartford, was 
presented and gave a most timely address dealing with the main objectives in Christian 
Education. Dr. E. T. Settle of West Haven, Chairman of the Committee on Christian 
Education then gave that Committee’s report in a very able manner, the report was 
also discussed at some length, and together with certain recommendations was adopted. 
(This report is on file with the Clerk.) 

Dr. McLean at this point- called attention to the fact that since the program 
committee had realized the press for time in the program, it recommended that the 
session of the Ministers Association and the election of officers of that body had been 
omitted and would be held at a later time. 

The report of the Treasurer was again called for, but the Treasurer being 
absent, the Moderator then called for the Auditor’s report which was given by Charles 
H. Bidwell. It was moved and seconded that the Auditor’s Report be accepted as the 
report of the Treasurer. Carried. Mr. Chapel Carter reported for the Trustees that 
there had been no expenditures during the year.

UNIT NUMBER III 

Unit III on the program started promptly at 7:45 with an organ prelude of 
great Evangelistic Hymns after which Mr. Wilson led the assembly in singing “Rescue 
the Perishing.” The Scriptures Luke 14:12-24 were read by the Rev. J. Gordon Trick, 
pastor of Olivet Church of New Haven, and Prayer was offered by Rev. Lester T. 
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Mallery of Middletown. The main address of the evening was delivered by Rev. Wil- 
liam Sale Terrell, Executive Secretary of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. Dr. 
Terrell made a strong plea for a redemprion of the word "Evangelism” from certain 
odiums which had come to be associated with the word and called our attention to the 
fact, that an adequate Christian Evangelism should be undergirded by an adequate 
Theology, that it should also be undergirded by a definite Christian Ethic, and that it 
should be further undergirded by an adequate and effective Technique. The report 
of the Committee was presented by the Rev. Alfred W. Jones of Branford, who sum- 
med up in a sort of “pre-view” rather than a “review” the findings of the Committee. 
The meeting then united in singing the hymn, “Lord, Speak to Me that I May Speak.” 
The Moderator elect. Rev. Theodore Koester was then presented and after a few 
timety remarks, pronounced the Benediction.
